N office building 80 stories high will be erected on the site of 


famous old Madison Square Garden In New York City. 


The Woolworth building is only 58 stories. 
From street 


level to its very tip-top it measures 792 feet. The new building 
that wfll eclipse it will rise toward the sky 1100 feet, which is over 
a fifth of a mile.
